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NOTE. 

This Vocabulary contains about 15,000 words of common use, besides 
more than 1300 proper names or adjectives, and about 200 dates, cov- 
ering the more important points of classical history and mythology. 
While it makes no claim to supply, for the critical student, the place 
of his larger Lexicon, it is believed to be sufficiently complete (with 
special and rare exceptions) not to leave him in doubt as to the niean- 
ing or inflection of any word he is likely to meet in the course of his 
reading, from Plautus down to Tacitus. Having (besides other aids) 
been twice collated with the whole of Andrews*s large Lexicon, and a 
considerable part of it, besides, with the much more copious one of 
White & Riddle, it will not, it is hoped, be found defective, on the 
score of either accuracy or fulness.
